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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-2 and 6-7 are allowable over the prior art, since the prior art fails 
to teach or fairly suggest a tissue specimen staining machine having a first end 
and a second end, the machine comprising a plurality of baths arranged in two 
juxtaposed and parallel bath rows, the first bath row extending from an input 
station located at the first end of the staining machine to the second end of the 
staining machine; the second bath row extending from an output station located 
at the first end of the staining machine to the second end of the staining 
machine; a first transport device configured for successive and simultaneous 
transport of the baskets in the first bath row from one bath to the next one from 
the input station to the opposite end of the first bath row at the second end of the 
staining machine;; a second transport device configured for successive and 
simultaneous transport of the baskets in the second bath row from one bath to 
the next one from the opposite end of the second bath row at the second end of 
the staining machine to the output station; a device for transfer of baskets from a 
bath at the opposite end of the first bath row to a bath at the opposite end of the 
second bath row; each of the first and second transport devices further 
comprising a pair of cheeks extending along respective sides of the first and 
second bath rows and configured for engagement with baskets; the staining 
machine further comprising a device for lifting and lowering of each of the cheek 
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pairs for successive movement of baskets from bath to bath; the lifting and 
lowering device further comprising a pair of toothed belts at each end of the 
staining machine, each toothed belt running in a closed path over respective 
upper and lower guide wheels ; each toothed belt being coupled to an end 
portion of a respective cheek via a carrier; the staining machine further 
comprising a step motor configured for synchronously driving the toothed belts; 
the pair of the toothed belts at the first end of the staining machine being further 
coupled to a corresponding pair of the toothed belts at the second end of the 
staining via an additional toothed belt, so that the cheeks are lifted and lowered 
synchronously at each end of the staining machine.
